Mercury, the inventor of ufeful arts, aud the God of 
Commerce, is reprefénted, as ufual, with his caducy, or conjuring rod, in 
his hand, thie virtue of which was fuch, that with a fingle touch it could 
reconcile any two of the moft inveterate enemies. Concordia is reprefented 
by the goddefs Cosicordia, with her crown of Pomegranates upon her | 
and a jewel in the thape of a heart upon her breaft. Agriculture is reprefen 
by the goddefs Ceres, the conftant companion of the former, and has ber 
cortfucopia and nofegay of poppies in her hand, a crown of wheat-ears on her 
head, and a plough near her feet. And in the batk ground, to reprefent 
the ufefui arts, are fields of corn, atenter-ground, a country village, a farm 
houfe, &c. &c.
